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1 . Newly submitted claims 1-1 1 and 45-48 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
Claims 1-11 and 45-48 are drawn to a combination of the elected container and a rotary 
type heater/cooler with a circumferential surface classified in class 62/340 and not 
previously claimed. Further more the claims of Groups II and III do not require the 
circumferential wall of a rotary heater/cooler. Since applicant has received an action on 
the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-11 
and 45-48 have withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
